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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The desire for any effective preventive health pro- 
gram must originate within the community. The physical 
set-ups of all activities or health services should be 
planned by the interested citizens. For the most part this 
year, the Public Health Nursing Program in Jackson 
has been carried out through group activities. 

One Polio Vaccine Clinic has been held for the pre- 
school and school children. 56 children have received 
their third polio vaccine shot. About 6 other childen have 
received their first and second shots. It is necessary to 
make plans for the latter group to have their third im- 
munization. 

The school health program includes the use of the 
Audiometer for hearing testing. Grades one, five, six, 
seven and eight were tested in March 1957. State spon- 
sored clinics of various types are available and these 
were used by the families wishing this type of service. 

In the past few years, more interest has been shown 
by many communities in finding ways to solve the prob- 
lems of the mentally handicapped child and mental 
illness of all age groups. This has influenced the planning 
of service available to communities and are programs 
that will probably be expanded in the next few years. 

Since our life expectancy span is much longer now 
than it was fifty or even twenty-five years ago, new health 
problems are presented in the older age group. Chronic 
diseases are more of a problem and each community is 
challenged with the problem of keeping its older citizens 
useful, healthy and happy. Let us not underestimate the 
potential value of these people and help them to con- 
tribute to community life. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to the interested 
group that made Clinic services available to the school 
and pre-school children in Jackson this year.

The school budget for 1958-59 is smaller than last 
year’s, this is due to a sizeable surplus because of an 
increased subsidy under the new Sinclair Educational 
Bill and because we have very few students going on 
to high school. This will not be true for long. In the 
next four years our high school tuition bill will double 
if all the students now enrolled in the grades go on to 
high school. 

The Corner school was painted inside and the hall- 
way, walls and ceiling repaired. The windows of both 
school buildings were covered with plastic, which has 
made the buildings much more comfortable. The Village 
schook was also painted inside. A music program was 
started this year and is liked by both students and 
parents. 

The Sinclair Education Bill has led to the attempt 
~to form a School Administrative District in this area. If 
Jackson votes to become a member of this district it 
would solve several local school problems: it would pro- 
vide an excellent high school and a good junior high 
and upper grade situation for the boys and girls of 
Jackson and would give your young people just as good 
a start in life as the boys and girls of any town or city 
in Maine.
